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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2, 1 1, 13, 21-25 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Applicant's argument is persuasive in that the prior art of record does not show 
encrypting data to a recording device without a compliance test, and passing data unencrypted to 
a display device if the display device passes a compliance test, where the compliance test is as 
stated in the instant specification page 12 as mutual authentication (AKE). 

Although not explicitly stated in the instant specification, the examiner has interpreted all 
devices, (recording, displaying, external, and compliant) as a combination of hardware including 
processor's and computer readable media, and software. It is well known that media players 
must have physical medium to store digital works.
